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Advisory Action 

This Office Action is a response to Applicant's proposed amendment and 
response after FINAL wherein claims 1-4 and 7-8 have been amended and claims 5-6 
are cancelled, filed on February 16, 2005. 

5. Applicant's amendment wherein recites the particular p2 adrenoceptor 
agonist, such as salbutnmol, reproterol, salmeterol, and formoterol, has been 
considered and found persuasive to remove the rejection of claims 1-15 made under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, for lack of full scope of enablement, of record in the Final 
Office Action November 17, 2004. 

Applicant's amendment wherein recites loteprenol etabonate and removes the 
indefinite recitation "pharmaceuticallv effective ester" in Claim 1, has been considered 
and found persuasive to remove the rejection of claim 1 made under 35 U.S.C. 112, 
second paragraph of record in the Final Office Action November 17, 2004. 

Therefore, the amendment After Final will be entered . 

1 1 . Claims 1-4 and 7-8 amended as now are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) 
as being unpatentable over DOI, Koji (WO 9831343) and BJERKEC and van der Molen 
for the same reasons of record stated in the Final Office Action dated November 17, 
2004. 
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Applicant's arguments after FINAL with respect to this rejection have been fully 
considered but are unpersuasive for reasons of record stated in the Final Office Action. 
Therefore, the rejection is maintained.
